BLACK HAND GIVES 


WHITE HAND TASK 


Murder for Refusal to Re-| 


spond to Blackmail Pro- 
vides Work for Repu- 
table Italians. 


CLEW FROM THE VICTIM. 


Joseph Coneillo in Dying Breath 
Declares Giovani Seardini 
Is Man Who Slew 
Him. 


Murder as the climax of « series of threat- 


eral letters demanding money, Joseph Con- 
cillo was shot down in cold blood in the 
alley in the rear of his home, 87 Gault court, 
last night. Three shots were fired into his 
body at close range, each one taking effect. 
One struck him in the right breast, another 
in the back, plowing through his body, and 
the third struck him in the right hand. Death 
was almost instantaneous. 

The murder followed within a few hours 
an attempt to murder Liciano Tavaselli, 11 
Gault court, and members of his family in 
their home. He, too, had received several 
letters demanding $500. Three shots were 
fired through the window of his bedroom, 
but none took @ffect. 

Concillo was a young man of small means, 
but his uncle, Guiseppi Bruiscato, is sup- 
posed to be well off and the blackmallers had 
demanded that Concillo get $500 from his 
uncle and leave it in a certain place, under 
penalty of death. 

Previous demands hed been made directly 
on Bruiscato and his heuse was dynamited 
last summer as a result. 


Accusation by Dying Man. 

With his dying breath Concillo accused 
Giovani Pastiste Scardini, 96 Oak street. 
The last words he whispered to his wife 
were: 

* Scardini Killed me, Scardini killed me.” 

The murderer is believed to have followed 
his victim from Ieadore Sarciti’s saloon at 
66 Milton avenue. From Italians who were 
in the saloon the police learned that Concille 
entered the saloon about 6 o’clock, a half hour 
before he was killed. Scardini was in the 
saloon seated at a table and it was observed 
that when Concillo saw the former he at 
once turned on his heel and left the place 
by the rear entrance. 

Whether Scardini immediately followed 
Concillo or what took place in the saloon 
‘after Concillo's departure the police have 
been unable to learn. All the men who were

May Clear Dynamite Mystery. 

Lieut. Ambrose of the East Chicago avenue 
station is positive that when Scardini Is ar- 
rested he will be identified as one of the 
men that were seen to leave the scene of the 
dynamiting of Bruiscalto's house last sum- 
mer. The police official says he has a witness 
who can identify Scardint. 

This murder is the first fatal outcome of the 
hundreds of threatening letters sent tg resi- 
dents of the Italian colony during the dast 
few years in which the recipients, mostly the 
wealthy members of the district, were warned 
that unless they deposited certain sums of 
money in places indicated they would be 
killed or their houses dynamited. 

The latter threat has been executed more 
than a dosen times and on several occa- 
sions shots have been fired through windows 
of the victim's homes, but so far as known 
only one person was injured asaresult. This 
was Benjamin Spatafora, 12 years old, son of 
Antonio Spatafora, 150 Gault court, one of 
the wealthiest residents of the north side 
Italian quarter. Spatafora had received sev- 
eral warning letters. The boy was struck 
in the arm by one of two bullets that were 
fired through the front windows of his fa- 
ther’s home in November of last year. 

Bruiscato, Concillo’s uncle, lives at 64 Mu- 
ton avenue. When his house was dyna- 
mited early last summer none of his family 
was injured. 

Giorgio Codura, 11 Gault court, one of the 
men in the saioon at the time Coencillo en- 
tered it, and Mrs. Rose Scardini, wife of the 
alleged murderer, were taken into custody 
together with several others. Codura is be- 
lieved to know more than he will tell. Mrs. 
Scardini told Lieut. Ambrose that she went 
to the saloon after the murder and saw her 
husband there. 7

Other Attempts to Murder. 


Mariano Zagoni, 150 Gault court, a wealthy 
Itallan cigar manufacturer, was fired upon 
twice several months ago in the passageway 
at the side of his house for his refusal to 
come forward with the sum of money de- 
manded. One of the bullets struck him in 
the right hip and he is just about able to 
resume his business.

Birth of the “White Hand.”’ 

The White Hand society was organised 
last November to check the blackmallers. 
It was formed by professional and business 
men. The hew organization announced that 
it would conduct a war of extermination 
against the Black Hand. 

The Unione Siciliana, consisting of more 
than 1,400 members, and the Societa Trin- 
acria, of 800 members, held meetings at 
which the new movement received strong in- 
dorsement. The Italian chamber of com- 
merce, with its 250 members, also announced 
its approval of the aims of the White Hand. 

It was announced that $10,000 would be 
raised for the purpose of conducting a sys- 
tematic campaign. Dr. C. Volini, 888 Hal- 
sted street, headed the subscription list with 
$250. He recently had received letters 
threatening the lives of his four children un- 
less he submitted to an extortion of $8 000.

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LAWYER FREEZES TO DEATH 


Body of William Brace Is Found 
in Snow Near His Residence. 


DISCOVERED BY A NEWSBOY. 


Indications Are That He Was Stanned 
by a Fall and Ferished. 


A newsboy on hie early morning route in 
Highland Park yesterday came across the 
bedy of William Brace. a member of the law 
firm of Defrees, Brace & Ritter, frozen stiff 
in the snow within fifty yards of his resi- 
dence. 

There were no evidences of foul play and 
a theory that Mr. Brace, while on his way 
home late the previous evening, had been 
stunned by a fall upon the slippery sidewalk 
and had succumbed to the cold, was support- 
ed by the verdict of a coroner's jury. 

Mr. Brace and Henry D. Laughlin, presi- 


dent of the Perry Sidebearing company, went 


to Madison, Wis., last Friday to appear be- 
fore the United States court there. Mr. 
Laughlin was to go on to St. Paul, but Mr. 
Brace returned to Highland Park Saturday 
evening. The hour of his arrival was not 
known, and it could not be learned if he took 
a train directly to Chicago, came by way of 
Milwaukee on a train that stopped at High- 
land Park, or left it at some point farther 


north, and by interurban electric reached the 


suburb. 
Newsboy Alarmed by Discovery. 

Narcis Berube, a 10 year old schoolboy, 
who was delivering Sunday papers, ap- 
proached. the Brace residence at Linden ave- 
nue and Sheridan road by way of the former 
street at 6:30/a. m. As he went down an 
incline leading to a ravine directly adjoining 
the Brace property be saw a dark mass, 
which he believed to be two dogs lying in the 
snow. 

He avoided it by going into the street and 
from there saw it was the body of a man. 
He was too frightened to go closer and, deliv- 
ering the rest of his papers, told two other 
boys, Bert and George Kirby, of his dis- 
covery. The three returned and identified 
the body as that of Mr. Brace. 

When the police had taken the body into 
the house Mr. Brace’s partners, James H. 
Defrees, Henry A. Ritter, and John G. Camp- 
bell, were notified. They went directly ta 
Highland Park, where they made a thorough 
examination of the snow near the place 
where the body was found, questioned the 
boys closely, and when the coroner, Dr. J. L. 
Taylor of Libertyville, arrived they had 
ready for him all their information in con- 
nection with the case. 


Hat Crushed by Fall. 

The body lay with the head to the north, as 
if the homeward bound man’s feet had 
slipped under him on the slope and he had 
fallen upon his back, a belief supported by 
the crushing in of the back of his derby hat 
found under his head. 

There were no signs of a struggle in the 
snow or that Mr. Brace had moved after the 
fall. His small handbag was about six feet 
back, as if it had been thrown by the jerking 
of his arms when he felt himself siipping. 
The contents of his pockets—money, jewelry, 
and papers—were undisturbed. 

He was a heavy man, said Mr. Defrees, 
“not tell, but weighing about 180 pounds, 
and he always gave the impression of walk- 
lag carefully as if in dread of a fall. He 
took little short steps and a sudden fall for 
a man of such extremely sedentary habits 
as his might easily have serious conse 
quences. 

“The only alternative from our belief that 
he was stunned by the fall and did not re- 
cover until he had been partly frozen by the 
terribly cold wind that swept through here 
last night, is that he was attacked by heart 
failure, apoplexy, or paralysis, but he was 
not known to be subject to such ailments.”

Recently he became imbued with the idea 
of going to Colorado. His flancée refused 
to accompany him. A quarrel on the subject 
followed, but Mollet went on with his prep- 
arations to leave town and intended to start 
tomorrow. 

He decided to call up Miss Buehimann to 
make a last appeal. Mrs. Buehlmann, the 
girl's mother, answered the telephone. She 
told Mollet that her daughter was upstairs 
and would not go down to the telephone. 


Anewer Comes After Death. 


Alexander Mollet said Miss Buehimann 
called up to talk to his brother 4 few min- 
utes after he had shot himself. 

“TI answered the phone,“ he said, and 
‘she asked to talk to John. I told her he 
couldn't talk to her and she wanted to know 
why. I said he had been hurt. She appeared 
to be alarmed and insisted on knowing the 
details, so I told her he had shot himself. 
She hurried to our place and seemed to be 
grief stricken over the affair. She and my 
brother had been engaged for about fve 
weeks. She is about 19 years oid.” 

On the other band, the young woman's 
father denied emphatically that her attitude 
toward Mollet had anything to do with his 
suicide. 

“My daughter is only 15 years old, and 
such a thing as marriage never has been even 
hinted at between Mr. Mollet and my daugh- 
ter,” he said. I knew the young man. No 
one had a better reputation or was a more 
industrious worker. My son and daughter 
and Mollet all belonged to the same Swiss 
turner society.

GRIEF OF QUEEN PITIFUL. 


The royal carriage had by this time been 
driven into the quadrangle and the gates of 
the arsenal were shut. The grief of the queen 
and Prince. Manuel was heartbreaking. 
Within a few minutes the queen mother, the 
Dowager Queen Maria Pia, the duke of 
Oporto, the king’s brother, and the ministers 
of state assembled, all weeping bitterly. 

The news of the assassination spread like 
wild fire and thousands of persons, bewil- 
dered and terrified, poured into the streets. 

Soon the troops and police occupied all the 
prominent piaces and the people hurried.to 
their homes and barricaded the doors and 
windows to await in fear the unknown fu- 
ture. 

The strictest measures were taken by the 
officers in charge of the troops to suppress 
the slightest sign of diserder, but their work 
was light. 


GOME OF REGICIDES ENOWN. 


The principal regicide killed has been iden- 
tified as. Manuel Bulca, a sergeant in the

mentary school. For eight years he acted 
as a private tutor in this city. He was about

BOMBS AND ARMS SEIZED. 
In these raids the police of Lisbon discov- 


ered and seized a large store of bombs and 


arms amd republican proclamations. 


The government has adopted most thor- 


ough measures to block the escape from 
Portugel of suspects. The officials have tele- 
graphed the Spanish government requesting 
that it place a guard on the frontier to pre- 
vent an exodus of Portuguese revolutlonists 
and the coming into Portugal of Spanish 
revolutionists. 

The prisoners in Fort Caxias have refused 
to accept the food given them, declaring that 
it is of bad quality and unfit to eat.

ASSASSINATION SHOCKS PARIS. 


Press Believes Crime Will Bring Mani- 


festation of Portuguese Loyalty 
at Coming Election. 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—So great was the shock ex- 
perienced at the Portuguese legation here 
ever the announcement of the assassination 
of tae king and crown prince that at first 
dispatches from Madrid giving an official 
view of the events at Lisbon scarcely could 
be ciedited. Later the legation was draped 
in mourning. 

Premier Clemenceau and M. Pichon, for- 
eign .vinister, as the representatives of Presi- 
dent Fallieres, the representatives of foreign 
nations, and other prominent officials called 
at the legation to offer their sympathy. 


President Fallieres Informed. 


President Fallieres received the news of 
the tragedy @irect from the duke of Oporto, 
the king's brother. The French president in 
repl-- telegraphed his condolences to the duke 
and also to Queen Amelie. 

The death of King Carlos and Prince Luis 
Philippe and the manner of their taking off 
caused a profound sensation in the Portu- 
guese colony in Faris. There was general 
exprcesion of grief and horror at the crime 

The French press in referring to the Portu- 
guese assassinations expresses the ten’ 
of France at the lamentable catastrophe. 
ine Temps points out that King Carlos, de- 
spite his friendly and sympathetic character, 
had not éucceeded in winning popular regard 
because he had given his support to Premier 
Franco, and France's policy perhaps was 
marked by excessive rigor. — 

The Temps thinks the result of the murders 
will ve an enlargement ot the restrictive 
_- Saqamares~alreagy: adopted. by the premier. 
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If another blow falls, the coming elections, 
tho paper thinks, will bring out a clear man- 
ifestation of Portuguese foyalty. 

The Journal des Debats does not think the 
tragcdy will modify the natural course of 
events, for it must be remembered, it Says, 
that the people are loyal and the army faith- 
ful. 


GREAT INDIGNATION IN. ROME. 


Deep Mourning at the Courts and Ex- 
pressions of Sympathy for 
Queen Amelie. 


ROME, Feb. 2.—The whole press and public 
are horrified and express violent indignation 
at tne assassinations in Lisbon, although 
doubt is expressed by the newspapers as to 
the advisability of attempting torule a coun- 
try hy Premier Franco's system of dictator- 
ship. The mourning at the courts is deep 
and sincere and everywhere sympathy is 
heard for Queen Amelie, who is popular in 
Rome, her goodness rivaling that of her 
sister, the duchess of Aosta, who is wor- 
shiped by the people. 

King Victor Emmanuel has ordered the 
observance of strict mourning for thirty days 
and Jas canceled all court functions for an 
indefinite period. 

Dowager Queen Margherita, to whom the 
ennouncement of the tragedy in Lisbon was 
a great shock, as it recalled to her the mur- 
der of King Humbert at Monza in 1900, sent 
a message to Queen Amelie, saying: 

None better than myself can understand 
your yb e misfortune.” 

The pope was most distressed this morning 
when Cardinal Merry del Val communicated 
to him the tragedy in all its details. 

„Poor Amelie, said the holy father, she 
may now really be called the Saint Queen.“ 

After sending a telegram of condolence, the 
pope asked the cardinal to go personally to 
the Portuguese embassy and express the 
papal sympathy. 

Setior ‘Martins D’Antas, the aged Portu- 
guese ambassador and dean of the diplomats 
accredited to the vatican, was ill in bed when 
cautiously notified of the death of the king 
and crown prince. He burst into tears, and 
amid sobs only was able to murmur that the 
murderers were cowards. 

The pope has ordered a funeral service for 
the late king and prince in the Sistine chapel 
on Thursday. Cardinal Merry dei Val will 
conduct the service in the presence of the 
sacred college, the papal court, the diplo- 
matic corps, and the aristocracy of Rome. 

Today being Purification day, Pope Pius, 


‘according to tradition, received members of 


the religious orders and representatives of 
the various colleges for their offerings of 
candles. When the time came for the Portu- 
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greeted him with tearful eyes. The pope 
broke the silence, saying to the students in 
Latin: 

Tam in the deepest grief.“ 

To this remark of his holiness the rector of 
the college repiied: 

We can scarcely believe the reports from 
Lisbon.“ 

Pray, pray for your country. I con- 
stantly pray for her who needs it so much, 
said the pope. 

Many of the students were visibly moved, 
but. Pope Pius. comforted them, saying, 
Have courage and trust in God.“ 


KAISER DISTRESSED BY NEWS. 


German Emperor Hastens to Send Con- 
dolences to Portugal’s Queen 
and Prince Manuel. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.News of the assassina- 
tlon of the king of Portugal and the crown 
prince was telephoned to the imperial pal- 
ace shortly after 5 o'clock: this morning. 
When the message wes communicated to the 
emperor he was greatly distressed, as he 
was especially fond of the crown prince. 

The emperor at once telegraphed to the 
queen and Prince Manuel his condolences 
and later directed that.the court should go 
into mourning for three weeks. He recalled 
the invitations to the court ball, which was 
to have been held on Wednesday next. 

Shortly before noon the emperor called on 
the Portuguese minister, Dr. Pindella, at the 
legatlon and expressed his sympathy in 
warmest terms. The Portuguese minister, 
who.only recently returned from Lisbon, 
gave his majesty various details concerning 
the political sityation in his country when 
he left for Berlin. 

The American ambassador, Charlemagne 
Tower, and all the other ambasendors and 
foreign ministers also called at the Portu- 
guese legation. 

The genera! official view here appears to 
be that the death of King Carlos and the 


crown prince is a great misfortune for Porty- 


gal, as it was believed that the king would 
have succeeded in establishing reforms.

President John Fitzpatrick’s motion to eend 
the resolution to a committee of fifteen en- 
gaged in investigating labor conditions 
started a heated debate. 

Delegate Morris Siskind, a socialist, first 
spoke againet the resolution as something 
that could bring no practical results. Then 
he asserted unions have done nothing for the 
unemployed. 

He was followed by “‘ Comrade ’’ George 
Koop, who made a socialist propaganda 
speech and shouted that trade unionists 
“never will get any sense until they get 
socialism pounded into their heads. 


Conservative Lashes Socialists. 
This was more than the conservative dele- 
gates cared to take without a protest and 
George Thompson of the cigarmakers pro- 
ceeded to iambast the socialist politicians.”’

An heroic rescue of a nurse by her room- 
mate followed the outbreak of a fire yester- 
day afternoon in the Washington Park hos- 
pital nurses’ dormitory at 6010 and 6012 Vin- 
cennes avenue. There were three nurses in 
the buflding at the time and two escaped 
without injury. The damage to the building 
will de about $1,600 and the contents $700. 

The fire started from an overheated fur- 
nace in the basement. Mies Margaret Mc- 
Grath and Miss Carrie Lafgren, who were 
sleeping on the second floor, were awakened 
by the heat and smoke. They wrapped 
blankets around their heads and upon reach- 
ing the hallway, which was filled with smoke, 
they dropped to their hands and knees and 
crawled down the steps to safety. 

Miss Ray Bombbien was sleeping on the 
third floor and that she is living is due to the 


bravery of her roommate, Mrs. Herman Nel-‘ 


son, who rushed into the burning building 
and dragged her unconscious companion to 
safety. 

Leaves Patient; Saves Friend. 

Mrs. Nelson was in the hospital when she 
learned of the fre, and, remembering her 
roommate was sleeping on the third floor, 
she left a patient and rushed from the build- 
ing, calling to another nurse to look after 
her patient. When she reached the dormi- 
tory, the hallway was filled with emoke and 
flames were shooting from the basement, but 
she entered the building and found Miss 
Bombbien lying on the floor unconscious. 
Quickly wrapping some bed clothes around 
her, she carried her to the stairway and then 
aw down, dragging her companion with 

er. 

When she reached the second floor she 
found Policemen Lahy and Walsh, who had 
seen her enter the building and had followed 
quickly. They relieved her of the burden 
and all reached the street without suffering 
serious injury.

ing lost their personal effects. 

A panic in the hospital, which is just in 
the rear of the buliding that burned, was 
prevented by the nurses in attendance, who 
pulled down the window shades on the side 
of the building where the fire was and told 
the patients who made inquiries that the fire 
was in the next block. About fifty patients 
are In the hospital. 


Fire Excites Hotel Guests. 

Excitement prevailed among guests in the 
Luzern hotel in the morning when fire was 
discovered in the millinery store of K. E 
Bennett on the first floor of the building. 
Smoke filled the hallways of thé hotel and 
many of the women guests, believing tha 
the fire was in the hotel, made preparations 
to leave their rooms, Their fears were quieted 
by bellboy sand clerks, who informed all that 
the fire was of no consequence. 

The fire was discovered by Julius Bittman, 
engineer of the hotel, who turned in an 
alarm. It soon was extinguished with a loss 
of $1,000.

1 0 BIG FIRES IN CLEVELAND 


Plain Dealer Building Burns; 
Freighthouse Follows. 


WINTER GALES AID FLAMES. 


Two Cities Help Rome, N. Y., Fight 
$250,000 Blaze. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 2.—[Special.)—Follow- 
ing the destruction by flames of the Plain 
Dealer building at noon, in which the entire 
mechanical equipment was swept away ata 
loss of about $200,000, another fire at 6 p. m. 
on the pier at the harbor entrance consumed 
a large freighthouse belonging to the Penn- 
eyivania railroad at a loss of nearly $100,000. 

In a bitter west wind sweeping off lake Erie 
the firemen fought to save the structure, 
which is 600 feet long and 150 feet wice. It 
was soon found that the bullding wae 
doomed. The flames steadily até their way 
the length of the building, the roof falling in 
sections with loud crashes. 


Firemen Slip on Ice. 

The surrounding docks were flooded with 
water, which froze solid and caused the fire- 
men to slip to their knees continually. 

Two hours after the fire started nothing 
but a few blazing posts remained. 

The destroyed Plain Dealer building was 
a four story brick structure. It contained 
the composing room, with twenty-two lino- 
types, job printing plant, storerooms, boll- 
ers, and dynamos, and pressrooms in the 
basement. The adjoining building, in which 
are the business and editorial offices, was 
not badly damaged. 


Fight in Teeth of Gale. 

Rome, N. T.. Feb. 2.—In the teeth of the 
wildest blizzard that has swept Oneida 
county this winter firemen of three cities 
fought for five hours today a fire that caused 
a $250,000 loss in the business section. Four 
buildings were destroyed and two others 
damaged. 

For a time it was feared that a conflagra- 
tion could not be averted and the local de- 
partment appealed to Utica and Syracuse, 
each of which sent assistance. There was 
a heavy fall of snow and the mercury was 
but a few degrees above zero. The firemen 
suffered intensely.

Apparently the entire population of the 
city turned out to see the American ships,and 
the town was gayly decorated with 8 
honor of the occasion. Here, as at Rio, 
Admiral Thomas, commanding the penned 
squadron of the third division of the fleet, 
will do the social honors in place of Evans. 

The most noteworthy feature of the trip 
south from Rio occurred on Jan. 16, when 
four Argentine warships, which had been 
dispatched for the ex purpose, met the 
American fleet off the mouth of the Rio dela 
Plata, when national salutes were exchanged. 
The crews of the various ships cheered each 
other, and Admiral Oliva, rr 
Argentine squadron, and Rear A 
Evans exchanged cordtal greetings by means 
of the wireless telegraph. 

The courtesy was an unprecedented one. 
The ceremonies lasted forty minutes. Ad- 
miral ‘Oliva missed the fleet at first, owing 
to the thick and heavy weather that was 
prevailing. He found the tender Yankton 
and the supply ship Colgoa, which were pro- 

ceeding slowly on account of the weather 
conditions, and from them he learned the 
position of the fleet. 


Met at Sea by Argentine Fleet. 

He then sent a wireless message notifying 
the Americans he would catch up with them. 
Steaming at the rate of fifteen knots he over- 
hauled them after an hour's chase, as the 
fleet was making only ten knots an hour.

HAMBURG, Feb. 2.—A thrilling account of 
the shipwreck of the Woermann liner Ascam 
Woermann, which recently went on the rocks 
off Grand Basen Liberia, is related by sall- 
ors who have arrived here. 

The nigh} the stedmer struck was dark. 
The crew took to the boats and thousands of 
piratical negroes im canoes surrounded the 
steamer, swarmed aboard and plundered her. 
The seamen feared to land on the coast in 
darkness and were compelled to stay in the 
boats throughout the night. When morning 
came the crew landed and camped in the 
brush for several days. 

Meanwhile the negroes took everything 
from the ship and finally the vessel disap- 
peared. After this the negroes departed and 
the crew, taking to their boats again, rowed 
for seventeen hours before being picked up by 
a steamer off Monrovia.

DRIVEN BACK BY SUNSHINE. 

Ominous Shadow Causes Him to Return 
to His Winter Quarters. 


Cy DeVry made his twentieth annual call 
on Mr. and Mrs. Groundhog yesterday and 
herewith makes the following prophecy: 

‘Six weeks more of cold weather.“

There seemed to be a disposition on the 
part of Mr. Groundhog to sit out in the light 
for his two square meals of parsnips, celery, 
and rye bread for the next six weeks. 

„It's nice and warm in here; what's the 
use of us trying to sleep off another six 
weeks?’ was the argument Mr. Groundhog 
put up, Mr. DeVry acting as interpreter. 

“But just think what a reflection that 
would cast on our whole race,” retorted Mrs. 
Groundhog. “* Why, out in Kansas the farm- 
ers measure their hay and wood supply for 
the next six weeks by the prophecy of thé 
groundhog.“

cents a bushel for corn, whereas for that year 
the price paid for corn,yras 40 cents. They 
profess to have paid $1 a bushe! for barley, 
when the price was 40 cents. , 

Taking their own figures as a basis, they 
use only one bushel out of every forty-five 
produced by the farmer.” 

Dr. Quayle quoted figures to show that the 
labor share in the products of the liquor in- 
dustry was “ pitifully "’ sma!l—$1.08 for dis- 
tilled liquor and $5.18 for malt liquor, while 
for the average products of labor the work- 
Ingman is paid $17.78 out of each $100 worth 
of product.

“Little Ballot“ Main Issue. 

The “ little ballot will get more attention 
at the April election and probably more votes 
than the regular one; in fact, it will be a mis- 
nomer to call it the little ballot,“ as it will 
be larger in size than its companion, which 
will only have one line carrying the names 
of aldermanic candidates. 

Aspirants for seats in the council have al- 
ready recognized the situation and are get- 
ting ready for it. With no city conventions 
to be held each aldermanic candidate is free 
to write his own platform, and the planks as 
to the author's pogition on closing all the 
saloons in the city seven days a week, allow- 
ing them to keep open all seven, or closing 
them on Sundays alone, will be the ones to 
catch the most attention.

Their opponents are asking for a vote 
on the question “ Shall saloons be kept open 
on Sunday?” and, while this is merely an 
expression of opinion, still it is expected to 
have its effect if the prosaloon people get the 
majority they are claiming.

Employees of the south park commission 
may be summoned before the fourteen judges 
of the Circuit court in the investigation asked 
by the Citizens’ association cf the charge 
that President Henry G. Foreman was in- 
terested personally in the location of Mar- 
quette park.

IRON AND STEEL. 

The great American manufacturers of 
iron and steel have conferred and have 
agreed that there is no neceusity for a re- 
duction in prices. The greatly lessened 
demand for their products that has fol- 
lowed the financial] panic has not disheart- 
ened them. They anticipate a restoration 


‘of business within a reasonable time and 


do not deem it wise to etimulate buying by 
lower prices. 

The chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation carefully, explains that 
no agreements for the maintenance of 
prices were made or suggested at the 
meeting. Those who took part in it were 
business competitors assembled for a 
friendly exchange of views. It so hap- 
pened that their views coincided. They 
were all of the opinion that etability in 
prices was desirable. 

It may be that the decision of the con- 
ference is in many respects a wise one. 
Possibly a moderate cut in prices might 
not allure buyers. They might not have 
the money or they might assume, as fre- 
quently is the case, that further reduc- 
tions were likely to follow and that it 
would be advisable to wait for them. 
There might be a general disposition to 
hold off until it was certaifi that the re- 
sumption of business activity was a mat- 
ter of the near future. 

But one would like to 
this policy of maintena of prices ap- 
plies to foreign as well te domestic 
business. There have been other seasons 
of industrial depression when the steel 
and iron men have cut prices to the bone 
in order that they might make larger sales 
in foreign markets. It was agreed at the 
meeting the otber day that “ prevailing 
prices are fully justified and should not 
be changed.” Does this mean abroad as 
well as at home?

TWO FAVORED BANKS. 

When the United States became pos- 
sessed of Porto Rico it found there a 
single bank with numerous branches. The 
bank, which had a charter from the Span- 
ish government, was empowered to issue 
notes to the extent of three times its cap- 
ital stock. The continued enjoyment of 
this privilege was secured to it by con- 
gressional legislation and no complaints 
of its abuse have been heard. The note 
circulation fluctuates, but it never has 
reached the permissible limit. Nobody 
has been a loser through the bank note 
currency. 

The Philippine commission has been as 
liberal towards the Spanish Philippise 
bank as congress towards the Porto 
Rican institution. Possibly the commis- 
sion may have been influenced by the 
fact that a majority of the stock of the 
bank is owned by the Roman Catholic 
church. It may have believed that the 
privileges granted would not be misused 
when control rested with so conservative 
and able an organization. 

It appears that banks in the insular 
possessions are allowed to do what banks 
in this country cannot do even on a 
small scale. They can issue asset cur- 
rency. One may ask why such a currency 
should be tolerated in Porto Rico and not 
in the United States. There are two pos- 
sible explanations. One of them is that 
few take much interest in the insular pos- 
sessions or care whether their currency 
is safe or unsafe. The other explanation 
—which. will meet with no favor—is that 
the managers of the old established banks 
dn those possessions are so conservative 
that they can safely be given a power 
which it would not be. safe to intrust to 
American bankers under any eireum- 
stances, 
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ONE KING GOES; ANOTHER COMES. 

There has been a change in kings in 
Portugal. One, with whose virtues and 
vices the Portuguese are familiar, has 
gone, and another, a young man of whose 
possible merits or defects the people know 
nothing, takes his place. At the first 
giance this is all that has been accom- 
plished by the assassination of King Car- 
los and the crown prince. Perhaps this 
is all that will be accomplished.

Unfortunately 
the maids who answer the bell are not 
permanent fixtures in the household, so 
that the individuality of the man one reg- 
ular route affords little safeguard. 

The gas company has done its part in 
relieving the situation by uniforming its 
inspectors. They wear an easily recog: 
nized garb and have a plain designation 
upon their caps. Some of the other cor- 
porations which serve the public should 
follow the exainple. The robberies 
charged against bogus telephone collectors 
are not infrequent. There is no way to 
distinguish the authorized individual from 
the sneak thief. Any respectable looking 
young fellow carrying a small hand 
satchel can enter a private house if he 
states that he is a collector for the tele- 
phone company and it is about the right 
time for one to call. His honesty will be 
assumed at once and often he is left to 
his own devices. 

As a matter of public safety every such 
agent should have uniform or badge plain- 
ly apparent. Under the present careless 
method of administration there are «a 
good many losses from sneak thieves 
which are directly chargeable to the pub- 
lle service corporations which fail to des- 
ignate their authorized representatives by 


proper dress.

‘DYING STATEMENT’ BY GUERIN 


Dora McDonald Defense Claims 
Surprise Awaits State. 


PLAN OFFENSIVE CAMPAIGN. 


Woman's Attorneys. May. Not : Rely 
Upon Insanity Plea, It Is Said. 


Mrs. Dora McDonald rallied yesterday from 
the collapse she suffered at the close of the 
Saturday session of her trial, in Judge Bren- 
tano’s courtroom, and will be able to at- 
tend the court proceedings today. 

One of the most important witnesses will 
take the stand today and assert Webster 
S. Guerin made a semblanceof a dying state- 
ment. He is Charles Freudenberg. who is in 
the typewriter supply business, on the sixth 
floor of the Omaha building. 

A number of witnesses have testified they 
entered the room and saw Guerin lying on 
the floor in a: pool of blood, and heard Mrs. 
McDonald scream he had shot himself;but 
Freudenberg is the only one who claims 
Guerin attempted to make a dying state- 
ment. 5 


Plans Surprise for State. 

Freudenberg's testimony is expected to 
spring a big surprise on the state, and the 
defense hopes to bulld largely on the dis- 
closures he will make to the jury. Eighteen 
witnesses will testify this week, according 
to the plans laid during the day by Mrs. 
McDonald's attorneys, who held a long con- 
sultation during the 
at the Sherman housé, where Mrs. McDonald 
and her brother, Emil Feldman, have apart- 
ments.

Ben Shaffner, her uncle. Of course, we feel 
that for her to relate the story of the shoct- 
ing practically would acquit her without fur- 
ther effort, but that is out of the question. 
Mrs. McDonald, while showing signs of im- 
provement physically today, is as much an 
enigma méntally as ever. She appears to 
take no particular interest in her case.” 


Col. Lewis Regrets Own Silence. 

Just what matters were taken up in the 
long consubtation of the attorneys was not 
divulged entirely. James Hamilton Lewis, 
Patrick H. O'Donnell, Ben Shaffner, and 
Frank Cain and Dr. James Whitney Hall.

CHANGE IN LAW -FAVORED. 


Interstate Commission Supports Rec- 


ommendation of President. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—There is a dis- 
sition to single out among the subjects 
scussed in the president's special message 
to congress the recommendation as to rail- 
way traffic associations as one on which early 
legislation may be attempted. The leaders 
in congress, as well as the president and in- 
fluential railway men, have long recognized 
the contradictory character of the present 


laws. 

The interstate commerce commission as 
early as 1804 was strongly in favor of the en- 
actment of a law which would have permit- 
ted traffic agreements, while giving the com- 
mission limited, supervision over their opera- 
tion. The present opinion of the commission 
is identical with that expressed in the year 
1900 in its fourteenth annual report. 

With these opinions so strongly held by the 
president and other publie authorities and 
with a strong desire for greater latitude in 
this direction on the part of the principal 
raltway carriers, those who are likely to take 
the lead in any legislation on the subject see 
no reason why a reasonable statute author- 
izing traffic agreements should not be en- 
acted without material delay.

The office will continue the fight against 
land frauds, but the secretary has pursued 
and is pursuing a plan of arbitration which 
tends to prevent legal complications and re- 
sult in satisfactory and speedy ends to many 
controversies. 


Land Cases Settled Out of Court. 


Whenever the facts warrant,” says the 
secretary, “I confer with persons accused 
of using or holding lands illegally, and, if 
possible and proper, effect a settlement or 
obtain return of the lands tothe government 
without litigation.”’ 

Sentiment favoring enforcement of land 
laws is growing, but, according to the secre- 
lary, many laws are mot applicable to con- 
ditions, hence the department encounters 
difficulties. This is especially true of the 
laws affecting coal, timber, and stone lands 
and use of the public range. 

Approximately 70,000,000 acres in the west 
are underlaid with coal. Between July 26, 
1906, and Dee. 13, 1907, by executive order, 
66,938,800 acres were withdrawn from en- 
try to determine whether they contained 
merchantable coal,” says the report. The 
reasons for this action were that it had béen 
learned frauds were being perpetrated in 
acquiring coal lands. The lands had been 
obtained illegally under other forms of en- 
try, few entries having been made under 
the existing coal land law. A large percent- 
age could not be recovered owing to the 
statute of limitations.

Loren E. Wheeler, former mayor and pres- 
ent postmaster of Springfield, III., says the 
enactment of the recent primary law, from 
a financial viewpoint, will rob the state capi- 
tal of its most important asset. 

“The law may be a good thing from cer- 
tain standpoints,’ said Mr. Wheeler at the 
Great Northern hotel last night, but from 
a financial point it will make Springfield the 
mere resting place for the legislators while 
in session and take from it hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in loss of conventions of all is 
political parties. 

“ Springfield has been built, almost, from 
the receipts of political conventions and poli- 
ticlans and is known from one end of the 
country to the other. But all is gone now, 
and we will simply be a watering place, a 
tank town on the railroad map, with conven- 
tions and politicians cut out. 

‘Chicago, with its heavy vote, can grab 
off almost anything it wants, which will op- 
erate against the rest of the state. But we 
don't care so much for that as we do for 
the loss of the spoils the political conven- 
tions have brought to us since the state- 
house was built in Springfield.”
